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DETAILED ACTION 



1 . In view of the amendment filed November 6, 2006, claim 1 8 has been cancelled. 
Claims 1,3-12, 15, 17, 19-21 are pending. 

Non-Compliance 

2. The reissue oath/declaration filed with this application is defective because it fails 
to identify at least one error which is relied upon to support the reissue application. See 
37 CFR 1.175(a)(1) and MPEP § 1414. A new declaration is needed. 

Applicants' oath/declaration filed July 26, 2006 has been fully considered, and 
the examiner finds it not persuasive because applicants fail to recognize that 
oath/declaration fails provide a reference with incorrect patent number. 

Applicant's arguments filed November 6, 2006 have been fully considered but 
they are not persuasive. Applicants argue that concurrently with this Paper, Applicants 
are resubmitting a declaration by the Assignee, with correct Japanese publication 
number. However, the examiner still has not received the said resubmitted declaration. 
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3. In view of the amendment filed November 6, 2006, the "new matter" issues 
regarding the recitation "M"" throughout the instant application is not supported by the 
original application, is moot. 

4. Claims 1 , 3-12, 15, 17, 19-21 are objected In view of the non-compliance issues 
set forth above. 

5. In view of the amendment filed November 6, 2006, the restriction requirement set 
forth under 37 CFR 1.176, has been withdrawn.
